Mayor’s Message. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, CITY HALL 
TERRE HAUTE, IND., JAN 1, 1904. 
GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMON COUNCIL:— 


I herewith submit to you the reports of the different departments of the City 
from January 1, 1903 to December 31, 1903 inclusive.

These reports show in detail the receipts of the City during the past year 
and show for what purpose every cent of money expended by the City has been 
used. 

This showing is very creditable to the official condition of the City and could 


not be made were it not for the fact that the various Boards of the City, the 
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heads of the different departments, and all the officers of the City have heartily 
cooperated with me in managing the affairs of the City in а business like way. 

In my last annual report I stated, "In 1898 when I fitst became Mayor of the 
City of Terre Haute, the tax rate was $1.22 on the hundred dollars. It has 
been reduced each year so that now the tax rate is but $1.06 on the hundred dot- 
lars, and the City is in а better financial condition now than it has been for 
many years. Тһе bonded indebtedness is being steadily decreased, and the 
floating indebtedness is entirely wiped out." It is necessary to say that the for- 
mer bonded indebtedness has been reduced during the year 1903 $14,000.00, al- 
though it has been necessary to borrow money with which to pay for the new 
City Park and to buy the site for the Emiline Fairbanks' Library and also to 
issue bonds to pay the judgment in the Ohio street opening case. 


REDUCING THE TAX RATE. 


In the same message I promised that the tax rate for the year 1903 would be 
materially reduced. My promise that the tax rate would be reduced has been 
already fulfilled for, as your are aware, the tax rate has been reduced from $1.06 
on the hundred dollars to $1.00 on the hundred dollars. This reduction in the 
tax rate has been made without any corresponding increase in the City's indebt- 
edness and without a penurious administration of the City Government. 


FINANCES. 


The very able report of the City Comptroller, which I herewith submit to 
you, gives а full and complete statement of the financial condition of the City 
of Terre Haute on January 1, 1904. 

During the year 1903 there was available to the general funds, from taxes 
collected, the sum of $196,250.49 and during the year 1902 there was collected for 
the same purpose the sum of $192,343.00. 

During the last five years there have been some extraordinary expenses 
which could not be foreseen. For instance, we have spent over $50,000.00 in 
treating smallpox; about $25,000.00 for resurfacing south Seventh street and 
about $5,000.00 for repairing north Seventh and south Fifth streets, and in addi- 
tion to several other items, besides those just enumerated, the City has paid out 
for sewers during the last four and one-half years, $83,723.74, and has repaired 
all of the publie buildings and put the public grounds in splendid condition. 

During the last five years the City has also paid off $70,000.00 of the bonded 
indebtedness and $36,000.00 of the floating indebtedness. The City has also, 
during that time, increased the salaries and wages of all the officers and em- 
ployes of the City. : 

Notwithstanding all of the above expenditures of money and the fact that 
the City only collecte. a little over $4,000.00 more in the year 1903 than it did 1n 
1902, from taxation for general purposes, the Comptroller's report shows the 
following condition: 

At the beginning of the year 1903 there was available for general appropria.— 
tion a cash balance on hand of $28,552.07, and on January i, 1904, there was 
available for general appropriation a cash balance of $50,423.26, showing an in— 
crease in 1904 in the available balance of $21,871.19. 
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So, although there has been created during the past year, a floating indebt- 
edness of $35,000.00, the cash balance of the last year will almost offset thls 
floating indebtedness and the City is in a position to pay off the notes given for 
the purchase of the new park from the regular revenue and this should be done 
at once and interest on the notes saved. 

There has been an increase in the assessment of the City property amount- 
ing to over $2,000,000.00, owing to the fact that the City has increased more in 
wealth and population during the last two years than during any corresponding 
period in the history of the City. Dy reason of the greater responsibility. put 
upon the City in caring for this increased population and wealth more money is 
needed to properly manage the affairs of the City. 


, 


DEPARTMENT OF LAW. 


I call your attention to the report of Mr. P. M. Foley, City Attorney, in 
which it is shown, that the City is more free from litigation now than it has 
been at any time in the last thirty-five years, and that there are no damage 
suits of any importance now pending against the City. 

I desire to especially call your attention to the settlement of the Ohio street 
opening cases, by reason of which we will have, by the first Monday in April 
1904, a splendid street across the tracks of the Е. & Т. Н. R. R. Co. and have а 
thoroughfare which it will be safe for the citizens to use. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Тһе Board of Public Works during the year 1903 has been diligent in look- 
ing after the welfare of the City, and it is to а great extent, owing to their able 
and business like method, that the City has saved a great deal. It is also due to 
them that much money has been collected by the City from sources other than 
by general taxation. 

I eall your attention to their report, which is a full exposition of all the 
business transacted by them. I ask you to give their recommendations due 
weight. 


STREETS. 


During the year 1903 Fourth street was paved with brick from Poplar to 
Osborne. Besides, there were several miles of other streets graded and graveled 
and many miles of concrete walks and stone curbing laid, 

Now that more lateral sewers have been built, nore extensive street im- 
provement can be made and the Board now has under consideration the ım- 
provement of several other streets. Г 

бо long ав the weather permitted all the streets have been kept іп excellent 
condition and the work on the paved streets has been continued to a great ad- 
vantage during the winter. 


SEWERS. 


А great many sewers have been constructed during the last year and the 
City will continue to build more during the year 1904, so that our Sewer system 
will be extended to all parts of the City. 
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PUBLIC LIGHT. 


І would recommend that the Board of Public Works immediately have pre- 
pared, plans and specifications for the Light contract to be let at the expiration 
of the present contract so that there will be time to have competitive bids. 


WATER. 


I call your attention to the report of the Board of Public Works іп regard 


to the water service and, although the mains have been extended in many 


places, I can only repeat what I said in my last annual report, that I am апа 
always have been in favor of the City owning it's own waterworks, 


PARKS. 


Collett Park has been kept in excellent condition and some lasting and val- 


uable improvements have been made. Among other .improvements, has been 


the erection of a refreshment stand for the accommodation of those who visit 
the park, and in addition to the great convenience of the stand, the rentals pro- 
duced quite a revenue to the City.. 

The improvement of the New City Park has been laid out by a Landscape 
Engineer and а great deal of work has been done. 


The park wil be ready for 
the use of the citizens early in the spring. 


CEMETERIES. 


In regard to this subject I can only reiterate my remarks in the last annual 
report and say that the fund arising from the sale of lots is materially increased. 
The cemeteries are entirely self supporting and under the management of Sup- 
erintendent Pease they have been greatly beautified and their present conditiom 
will be a delightful surprise to those who аге not acquainted with the work done. 


GARBAGE. 


On account of the great growth of the City and that the garbage collecting 
force has not been increased, the collection of garbage has not been as satisfac- 
tory as it should be. The City has purchased two new wagons апа arrangement 
has been made for а new division into districts The collection would be very 
much helped and improved if some regulation were used concerning the re- 
eeptacles used by the house owners. 


The Crematory has never before been run so economically, and the service 


has never been so efficient as during the last year. “ 


PUBLIC BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


The City building has been extensively repaired during the last year and aly 


the public buildings and grounds are now іп a better condition than they hawe 
ever before been. . 


CITY ENGINEER. 


I call your attention to the report of the City Engineer and especially note 


that the expenses of the office have been reduced wihout any cessation of the 
efficient work that has been done by this office.

CITY JUDGE. 

The report of the City Judge shows that the establishment of the City 
Court has not only been a saving to the City, but has been a source of revenue 
to the City and saving the county a large sum of money py disposing of a great 
many felony cases. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Board of Public Safety presents the same prosperous con- 
dition in regard to the houses, grounds and equipment of the Fire Department 
as is shown in respect to the other city property. 

The growth of the City demands that a new fire house be erected in the 
eastern part of the City in order that that part of the City may have better fire 
protection. 

The new Fire Alarm System gives perfect service and we now have a sys- 
tem that is capable of being extended to meet our growing needs. 'The opera- 
tion of this system is cheaper than that formerly used and the improvement 
made of the same is very great. 

1 especially call your attention to the fact that the fire houses are now in 
а splendid condition. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The report of the Superintendent of Police makes very noticeable the ef- 
ficiency of this department and the harmony that exists among the force. 
Тһе record of crimes committed during the last year is very complimentary to 
the ability of the Police Department. 


HEALTH AND CHARITIES. 
The report of the Board of Public Hea!th and Charities needs no comment 
to show the industry of that Board and the successful manner in which the pub- 
lic health has been guarded during the past year. 


PLUMBING. 

The Plumbing Ordinance has not been in force long enough to be fairly criti- 
cised. Тһе inspector, Mr. Toille, has done his work in a thorough and efficient 
manner, and I think that in time, his services will be recognized as one of the 
greatest benefits to the publie health and welfare. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I wish to express my sincere gratitude to the officers and em- 
ployes of the City who have so greatly aided me in the administration of the 
City during the past year. 

I desire to thank the members of this Honorable Body for the able assistance 
they have given me and the courtesy with which they have treated me as their 
presiding officer, and I desire to commend them for their able and business like 


way in disposing of the matters that have come before them.

During the year 1903 the city has continued in her good fortune that has 
existed for the last five years, in being able to avoid the payment of any consid- 
erable sum of money in damages. Тһе only money paid during the year in 
damages was the sum of $200 to Thomas Marshall, and the costs of the. suit, 
amounting to $47.55, making a total sum of $247.55 paid during the year. No 
attorneys were paid by the city in any case, except in the cases growing out of 
the Ohio Street opening suit. There are still pending а few damage suits, none 
of which are of any great importance. » 

The end of the litigation for the opening of Ohio Street was reached during 
the year 1903, and on or before the first Monday of April of this year we will 
have à good street over and across the tracks of the E. & T. H. R. R. on Ohio 
Street, thus establishing a street in а better condition and with fewer tracks 
than could have been hoped for, or was ever demanded in all of the litigation 
for the opening of said street, which has continuously existed for more than 
thirty years. For the successful termination of such litigation and for the 
agreement to open the street, I desire to return my thanks to my associates, 
Messrs. McNutt & McNutt, for their able assistance. 

I desire to return my thanks to you for the many courtesies shown, and I 
thank the Common Council and all of the officers and employes of city for their 
hearty co-operation and assistance in all matters pertaining to my duties.

Sir:- 

I have the honor to submit herewith my report for the City Court for the 
year ending December 31, 1903. 

This has been an exceedingly busy year for the City Court, for this Court 
has final and concurrent jurisdiction over all misdemeanors, exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over all violation of the City ordinance and concurrent and final jurisdiction 
over a number of felong cases, including larceny and stolen property, which 
constitute a majority of the felonies committed in the County. 

It has tried and disposed of a large number of misdemeanors and over eigh- 
ty-five felony cases over which the Court has final and concurrent ілгіздіс- 
tion 

As the City is growing in population it has become more and more evident 
that the City Court is а necessity. 'This Court since its inception July 1, 
1899, while it has saved the County thousands of dollars, has netted the City 
а revenue of about Twenty five hundred dollars ($2500.00) over and above the 
only expense of the Court which is the Judge's salary of One ($1000.00) dollars 
per year. During the year 1903, there was paid into the City Treasurer from 
this Court Twenty three hundred and elghty six ($2386.00) dollara,netting a tota! 
sum of Thirteen hundred and elghty six ($1386.00) dollars for the city. As the

To the Hon. Henry C. Steeg, Mayor of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 

Sir: We have the honor to submit for your consideration this our Fourth 
Annual Report, which includes in detail the records of construction an man- 
agement of all public improvements coming under the jurisdiction of the De- 
partment of Public Works for the year ending December 31, 1903. 

It has been the object of the Board in all cases to be fair, just and impar- 
tial in all matters of publie business, coming under the jurisdiction of our De- 
partment. The ever-increasing demands of this great and growing city with 
а population of sixty thousand souls, and a superficial area of six square 
miles, with one hundred and fifty miles of streets to improve and repair, which 
jn addition to the extension and maintenance of the great drainage system of 
the city, may be rightly considered a matter of some magnitude. 

The demand for the extension and enlarging of these iniprovements is 
made necessary by the extension of street car lines in the outlying districts of 
the city, which have opened up new and heretofore unoceupied territory, where 
now large settlements are being established by those seeking inexpensive homes. 
These settlements will very soon draw largely upon the funds of the city for 
benefits and improvements each year. These, with other improvements of 
various grades of importance, are forcing themselves constantly upon this de- 
partment, all requiring prompt attention and the expenditure of large sums 
of money, which would, if conceded, quickly absorb the funds of the depart- 
ment. Being aware of the existence of needed improvements in all sections of 
the city, which cannot be reached in consequence of a limited appropriation and 
desiring to meet the most urgent, keeping in view a just distribution of the 
funds in each district, it was deemed expedient to so adjust the expenditures 
of the various departments as to meet so far as possible such demands as 
would contribute the greatest comfort and convenience to those most needy, 
while still keeping within the limits of the appropriation The record. of the 
distribution of such funds appears in a detailed statement of this report and 


exhibit satisfactory evidence of the conservative and economical expenditure of 
the same. 


MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


The Board meets in executive session from 9 o'clock A. M. to 5 o'clock P. M. 
(оп Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays of each week for the purpose of transact- 
ing all official business. Тһе remainder of the week is devoted to outside work 
such as sewers, streets, alleys, lights and all outside improvements. 


RECORD OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS FOR THE YEAR 1903 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


The improvements made this year were of the most substantial character 
in every respect. A number of streets were improved, notably Fourth Street 
from Poplar Street to Osborne Street, First Avenue from 7th Street to 10th 
Streét, Sixth Avenue from 7th Street to 13th Street, Seventh Avenue from 
Lafayette Avenue to 13th Street. Ninth Street from College Avenue to Cruft 
Avenue, Chase Street from 13th Street to 16th Street, Walnut Street from 14th 
Street to 18th Street and Sixteenth Street from Liberty Avenue to Locust Street. 


FOURTH.STREET 


Improvement Resolution No. 23, calling for the improvement of Fourth 
Street from the north line of Poplar street to the south line of Osborne Street 
by paving the roadway with Vitrifled Brick from Poplar street to Osborne 
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street, also Cement Concrete sidewalks and Stone Curbing from Washing- 
ton Avenue to Osborne street, was adopted by the Board on the 1st day 
of April, 1903.

SIXTH AVENUE. 


According to our report for the year 1902, the contract for the improvement 
of Sixth avenue from the east curb line of Seventh street to the west curb Jine 
of Thirtenth street, by grading and graveling the roadway, curbing the same 
with stone and paving the sidewalks with cement concrete, was awarded to 
Roberts & Company, December 31, 1902, but work оп the same was not com- 
menced until the year 1903. 

On September 11, 1903, the above street was accepted and the Assessment 
Roll of Benefits & Damages was in all things fully confirmed, approved, adopted 
and turned over to the City Comptroller, Mr. Frank M. Buckingham. 


SEVENTH AVENUE. 


The same is true in regard to the improvement of Seventh Avenue as was 
the case with Sixth Avenue. Тһе contract for the improvement of said Avenue 
from Lafayette Avenue to Thirtenth street, by grading and graveling the road- 
way, curbing the same with stone and paving the sidewalks with cement con- 
crete, was awarded to Roberts & Company, December 31, 1902. 

On October 2, 1903, the above street was accepted and the Assessment Roll 
of Beneflís & Damages was іп all things fully confirmed, approved, adopted 
and turned over to the City Comptroller. Mr. Frank M. Buckingham. Тһе im- 
provement of the above named street add greatly to the appearance of the 
City, especially in the locality in which they were made, and also enhance the 
value of the property. 


REPAIRS TO PAVED STREETS. 


Тһе asphalt paved streets which are out of guarantee, were placed in ех- 
cellent repair during the past year at an expense of %2,707.16. Most of this 
amount was spent on south Fifth street and north Seventh street, as the re- 
pairs on those streets were very extensive. 'The work was done by the City 
acting in conjunction with the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. Our brick 
streets are all in first-class repair, owing to the fact that the Board employs a 
competent man, whose duty it is to make all repairs in brick streets. By this 
method, all repairs are completed promptly and in a workmanlike manner. 


REPAIRS TO UNPAVED STREETS. 


The following streets have been practieally resurfaced with crushed stone: 

Liberty Avenue between Fifteenth and Twenty-second streets, Crawford 
street between Ninth and Thirtenth streets, Ninth and One-Half street be- 
tween Wabash Avenue and Ohio street, Fifteenth street between Wabash Ave- 
nue and Liberty Avenue. Тһе following streets have been practically resurfaced 
with gravel: - 

Third street between Ohio street and College*A venue, Second street between 
Ohio street and Franklin Avenue, Sycamore street between Sixth street and 
Eighth street, Seventh street between the Big Four railroad and Fourth 
avenue, Thirteenth and One-Half street between Oak street and Crawford 
street, Poplar street between First street and Fifth street, Park street between 
Second street and Third street. Washington Avenue between Fourth street and 
Sixth street, Locust street between Fourteenth street and Twenty-flfth street, 
College Avenue between Second street and Fourth street and Farrington street 
between Third street and Fourth street. 


PETITIONS FOR STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The following petitions for street improvements filed during the year 1903, 
аге now being considered by the Board and will be acted upon as soon as 
possible: 

South Third street from Ohio street to Osborne street, Locust street from 
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Thirteenth street to Twenty-fifth street, Eighth Avenue from Eighth street to 
Thirteenth street, Mulberry street from Ninth street east to the T. H. & I. 
Right of Way, бусатпоге street from Ninth street to the T. H. & I. Right of 
Way, Seventeenth street from Wabash Avenue to Chestnut street, Gilbert 
Avenue from Orchard street to the south line of the New City Park, Wabash 
Avenue from Thirteenth street to Twenty-fifth street, Eighth street from Hul- 
man street to Maple Avenue, and Chestnut street from Second street to Water 
Street. Plans and specifications have been ordered for some of the above 
streets. 


GRADES OF STREETS AND ALLEYS. 


During the year 1903, grades were established on the following streets and 
alleys: 

Sixteenth street from College Avenue to Washington Avenue. Ninth street 
from Ohio street to Hulman street. Sixth and One-Half street from Lafayette 
Avenue to Chestnut street. Cruft Avenue from Seventh street to Eighth street. 
Alley from Spruce street to Тірресапое street between Eighth street and Ninth 
street and alley between Spruce street and Tippecanoe street from the éast line 
of Eighth street to alley between Eighth street and Ninth street. Also a pe- 
tition was recelved for the opening of Oak street from Seventeenth street to 
alley west of Twentieth street. The prayer of said petition was granted and said 
street opened. 


STREET CROSSINGS. 


Тһе street crossings have been carefully looked after by the Superintendent 
of Streets and have been kept in good and safe condition. Repairs have been 
made where it has been found necessary to make the same and new crossings 
have been put in where the old crossings were found to be beyond repair. (See 
report of Superintendent of Streets for more detailed information) 


STREET CLEANING. 


All streets have been kept in a good and clean condition as long as the 
weather would permit. This is particularly true of the paved streets, as they 
have been cleaned regularly in a very efficient manner. The general condition 
of the streets reflect much credit on the efficiency of the Street Depzrtment, 
and is the best evidence of the work and attention which has been given them. 

We again desire to repeat our recommendation of former years in regard 
to the passage of an ordinance, prohibiting persons from sweeping the dirt, 
paper and waste material from their places of business into the public streets, 
and further that all persons be required to keep suitable receptacles for depos- 
iting such dirt, paper and waste material in the rear of their places of business,’ 
Such a measure will provide against the streets being covered with dirt, etc., 
after they have been cleaned and will add materially to the general cleanliness 
of the City. (For further information regarding streets, see report of City 
Engineer and Superintendent of Streets, hereto attached.) 


ALLEYS. 


There has been but little work done on alleys this year, except cleaning them 
аз were needed. Аз a general rule, property owners consider the alleys as mere 
dumping grounds for all of the rubbish and offal from the houses and lawns. 
They do not seem to understand that the alleys should be kept as free from such 
obstructions as the streets. . 


CLEANING OF ALLEYS. 


We desire here to suggest to the property owners and citizens of the City, 
that they can be of vast assistance to the Street Department in keeping alleys 
clean and improving the sanitary condition of the City. We therefore desire 
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to repeat our recommendation of last year апа recommend the passage of an or- 


dinance, prohibiting persons from throwing ashes, manure and waste material 
of any kind in the alleys, and further, that all persons be required to keep suit- 
able receptacles for depositing manure, ashes and waste material in the rear 
of their lots or places of business. In the central portion of the City, all alleys 
should be paved as fast as circumstances will permit. and property owners com- 
pelled to keep them in a clean and presentable condition. 


SIDEWALKS. 


During the year 1903, theré was a large amount of sidewalk improvements 
made in the City. Part of this work was done under a 30 or 60 days notice 
from the Board. Plans and specifications for said sidewalk improvements, are 
prepared in every instance by the City Engineer and placed on file in the office 
of the Board, for the benefit of the property owners. It has been our aim to 
have them kept in the best possible condition, and to order the construction of 
new walks wherever it may have become necessary. 

The sidewalks in our City will compare most favorably with those of any 
other city. The work done under these notices in all cases, has been satisfac- 
tory, of good quality and in strict conformity to the plans and specifications. 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE UNDER NOTICE OF THE BOARD. 


The sidewalks were ordered improved on the following streets, and notices 
were served by the Superintendent of Streets on the property owners: 

Eighth street from Wabash Avenue to Crawford street, Ninth street from 
Wabash Avenue to Poplar street, Eighteenth street from Wabash Avenue to 
Poplar street and Lafayette Avenue from Seventh street to Maple Avenue. The 
second notices were served on the following streets, all of them not having com- 
plied with the previous notice of Jast year: 

Eighth street from Crawford street to Hulman street, Eighth street from 
Wabash Avenue to the Vadalia railroad, Fifteenth street from Poplar street to 
Oak street, Mulberry street from Second street to Ninth street and Sycamore 
Street from Thirteenth street to Fourteenth street. As is generally the case, 
all property owners were notified, whether they lived in or out of the City. 


MISCELLANEOUS IMPROVEMENTS, 


Sidewalks on Wabash Avenue from Tenth to 'Thirteenth streets, were or- 
dered Improved with cement concrete, or present sidewalks put in a passable 
condition. Also the sidewalks on Liberty Avenue between Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth streets were ordered repaired. Тһе Indiana Construction Company was 
again notified to repair certain defective places along the line of improvement 
on north Eleventh street between Spruce and Locust streets, according to their 
guaranty agreement. 

Petitions received during the year for sidewalk improvements are as 
follows: 

Eighteenth street from Wabash Avenue to Poplar street, Chase street from 
Thirteenth street to Fourteenth street, Third street from Ohio street to Os- 
borne street, Ninth street from Wabash Avenue to Poplar street and Seven- 
teenth street from Wabash Avenue to Chestnut street, 

Wherever walks were found to be in a dangerous and unsafe condition, the 
property owners were immediately notified to repair the same. The Board would 
urge and recmmend that property owners make improvements, when ordered to 
do so by the Board, had not force the City to make the improvements at their 
expense. Тһе advertising which must be done according to the provisions of 
the improvement ordinance, always amounts to a considerable expense, which 
must be paid by the property owners. (See report of City Engineer for further 
information regarding sidewalk improvements.) 


, 
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CURBING. 


Stone curbing was ordered put down where the sidewalks were ordered im- 
proved, except in one or two instances. All curbing put down was Oolitic Lime- 
stone, excepting corners which were of Georgia granite. Where the improve- 
ments 'witn stone curbing have not been made when ordered by the Board, the 
curb will be put down by the City at the expense of the property owners. 

A petition was filed with the Board on August 3, 1903, asking for stone curb- 
ing on north Sixth and One-Half street from Chestnut street to the Vandalia 
railroad. The petition was granted and the improvement ordered. Also a 
petition was filed with the Board, asking for stone curbing on Ninth 
street from Vandalia railroad to Lafayette Avenue. Action on the above 
petition was deferred. In all cases where curbing is ordered, the City furnishes 
and puts in granite corners. In addition to the above improvements the City 
has put in quite a number of granite corners throughout the City to replace 
old limestone corners, that were worn out. This is particularly true of Wabash 
Avenue.

SEWERS. 


The Sewerage System of the City was materially increased by the con- 
struction of several sewers during the year. Said sewers having been built with 
a view of taking care of the surface drainage and future extensions. They have 
been built in those places where they were most needed. The work has been 
done in all cases by responsible parties and has been satisfactory in all re- 
spects. The sewers built during the year are as follows: 

In Nineteenth street from Locust street to Elm street and in Elm street 
from Sixteenth street to Nineteenth street. Wabash Avenue from Thirteenth 
street to Nineteenth street. Eighth street from Hulman street to McKeen street, 
Locust street from Lafayette Avenue to Sixth street. Sixth street from Locust 
street to Fourth Avenue. 

In addition to the above sewers, the drainage system of the City has been 
much benefitted during the past year, by the construction of connecting laterals, 
catch basins and inlets, for the proper drainage of intersections at various places 
throughout the City. The sewers which were contracted for in the year 1902 
and which were completed and accepted during the year 1903, are as follows: 

In Eighth street from Lafayette Avenue to alley south of Maple Avenue. 
In alley from Orchard street to Ohio street between Fourteenth and One-Half 
and Fourteenth streets, and in alley from Orchard to alley north between Thir- 
teenth and One-Half and Fourteenth and in alley from Thirteenth and One-Half 
to Fourteenth between Wabash Avenue and Orchard street. Also in Sixth and 
One-Half street from Park street to Deming street.

SEWER TAPS. 


The regular fee charged by the City for tapping a sewer is $10.00, except- 
ing in cases where those desiring to tap a sewer, live outside of the city limits.

Since our last report, several important extensions have been ordered as 
follows, which add materially to the Fire Protection of the City, especially in 
the locality in which they were made: 

Hancock street from Fourih (о Third streets and north on Third to Buckeye 
sireet. Liberty Avenue from 'lwénty-second to Twenty-fifth streets. South 
Eighth street from Washington Avenue to Hulman street. 

In addition to the above extensions ordered by the Board, the Terre Haute 
Water Works Company extended their mains on Locust street from Nineteenth 
street to Twenty-fifth street. Along this extension, four plugs were placed. 
Said plugs were moved from different portions of the City, where they were not 
needed. Also, the Terre Haute Waler Works Company extended their mains 
from First and Osborne to the Commercial Distillery, on the following condi- 
tions: 

That in case the City of Terre Haute should annex the territory in which 
said extension was made, the City would assume the water rental of all fire 
hydrants located on the streets in the above mentioned territory. 

Up to the time of making this report, there are 60 miles of water mains laid 
in the City апа 792 hydrants for fire protection.

PUBLIC PARKS. 


Since our last report, the City purchased a plat of ground lying on the 
south side of Wabash Avenue between Fweurteenth and Fifteenth streets for 
Park purposes. The Board employed Mr. J. Clyde Power, Landscape Engineer 
of Indianapolis, Indiana, to draw up plans and specifications, and lay out said 
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Park. He submitted the plans and specifications, which were approved and 
adopted by the Board. Bids were received for the construction of said work 
and the contract awarded to Messrs. J. Е. Voorhees & Son, for the sum of 
$1,868.00. 

This work is not yet completed, but л great deal-has been accomplished to- 
wards beautifying this property. We expect to finish these improvements 
early in the Spring, so that the Park can be used by the public during the sum- 
mer months. 


COLLETT PARK. 


= This park is in every respect up to ils usual standard. Considerable work 
was done in this park during the year 1903. Ав stated in our last report, a 
handsome and permanent refreshment pavilion was erected at a cost of about 
$4,000.00. This building has long been needed, and adds greatly to the appear- 
ance of the park. 'The Board also had all buildings repaired and painted and 
put in first-class condition. 


TREES. 


Several dead trees were removed from the park during the year and were 
replaced by young trees of an ornamental variety, purchased from the Ridge 
Avenue Nursery of Troy, Ohio, at a cost of $24.00. 


FLOWERS. 


The flowers in the park were certainly very beautiful and sbowed the care 
and attention which had been given them by the Superintendent. About two 
thousand new plants were set out in the park during the season. Bids were 
received for furnishing flowers and the bid of Cowan Brothers in the sum of 
$84.00, was accepted and tne cuntruct awarded to them. Тһе flowers that coula 
aot be kept through the winter were sold by the Superintendent for the sum of 
$10.20 and the money turned into the Treasury.

CEMETERIES. 


Our cemeteries, both Highland Lawn and Woodlawn, are under the direct 
charge of the Board, and ali matters connected with the management of them. 
have been placed in the hands of our Superintendent, Mr. Philip Pease. 

Тһе improvements made in both Highland Lawn and Woodlawn have been 
carefully and satisfactorily looked after during the past year by the Superin- 
tendent. One of the most important improvements made during the year, was 
the grading and construction of the driveways and walks around and through 
Section Nine. This work was performed by the Superintendent and his men, and 
it is now one of the most beautiful sections in the cemetery. It is located on 
one of the highest points and the circle in the center of this section, which is 
100 feet in diameter, has been dedicated and set aside by the City for the С. А. 
Н. for the erection of а soldiers’ monument. Also a number of lots 


around and outside this circle, have been dedicated and set aside, as a burying 
ground for them. 


DRIVEWAYS. 


Considerable work has been done in the improvement of the driveways in 
Highland Lawn Cemetery during the year, and as stated in our last report, 
practically all the drivéways west of the main entrance have been improved and 
it is estimated that about 1,342 cubic yards of crushed stone was used іп com- 
pleting the same. Also а cément concrete walk was built from Wabash Avenue 


up to Lawn Avenue. This improvement has been long needed and is much ар- 
preciated by the public. 


CHAPEL. 


The chapel in Highland Lawn Cemetery was thoroughly overhauled and 
put in first-class condition during the year. Тһе improvement consisted of 
painting all outside woodwork and repairing and painting all metal work. Also 
rebuilding the concrete drives. The other buildings connected with the cem- 
etery were overhauled and put in a first-class condition..

LIGHTS. 


The lighting of the City for the year has not been as satisfactory as it was 
during the previous year. This was due to breakdowns that occurred at the 
Terre Haute Electric Company's Power Station. The City loses nothing by 
this, except the loss of light. As it will be shown by this report, that the full 
contract price is deducted on all lights out. The total number of arc lights in op- 
eration December 31, 1903, was four hundred and one (401) showing an increase 
of nine (9) during the past year. Those were placed at the following points: 

At the intersection of Twelfth and Mulberry streets. 

At the intersection of Twelfth and Franklin Avenue. 

At the intersection of Fourteenth and One-Haif and Locust streets. 

At the intersection of Fifteenth and Plum streets. 

At the intersection of Fifteenth and Ash streets. 

A the intersection of Eighth and First Avenue. 

А the intersection of Sixth and Oak streets. 

At the intersection of Twenty-fourth and Liberty Avenue.

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL ОҒ GARBAGE. 


The collection of garbage has not been entirely satisfactory during the past 
year. This is due in a great measure to the rapid growth of our City, making 
the volume of kitchen garbage too great for the men in their respective districts 
to handle. The collection of garbage can and should be improved upon, if the 
property owners would only keep their garbage in suitable receptacles, so that 
the collectors can remove it readily. А garbage receptacle of the proper stand- 
ard, should be introduced and adopted. The City has purchased two additional 
wagons and it is the intention of the Board to re-district the City and make 
more districts. We expect by this change, to have the garbage of the City 
collected іп а more satisfactory manner. 


GARBAGE WAGONS. 


The garbage wagons, as stated in our previous reports, are owned by the 
City. There was but very litile work done on these wagons during the past 
year, but it is the intention of the Board to have them horoughly overhauled 
and repaired, so as to have them in first-class condition for the summer. 


DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


The garbage collected in the City is hauled to the City Crematory, where 
it is burned. "The Chematory is under the direct charge of John Doyle, Super- 
intendent, and his able assistant, John Kiely. Both men are practical furnace 
men and have thoroughly demonstrated their ability to handle ап manage the 
furnace іћ every way, including repairs and improvements. 

Everything pertaining to the Crematory is in first-class condition 


Fertiizer. 


The fertilizer is the Material that is left in the furnace after the garbage 
has been consumed. It is then taken from the furnace and placed on the out- 
side, where it is held for sale. It is sold at the r:te of from 50с to $1.00 per 
per load, according to the size and number of loads purchased, А total of 15

City Scales. 


The City Scales are located on the City Hall Ground at Fourth and Walnut 
Streets. They are owned and operated by the City. It is generally provided 
in all contracts entered into by the City for furnishing material for the use of 
the City, such as coal, feed, etc., that the weighing shall be done on the City 
Scales free of charge. For all other weighing done on these scales, a regular 
fee of 10c is charged. Тле receipts from the scales for the year was $15.80. 


Drinking Fountains. 


No additions have been made to the number of drinking fountains during 
the past year. In general, the expense of keeping them in repair has been light 
and has been limited to one or two fountains. The maintainece and repair of 
all foutains is paid for out of the Additional Force and Incidental Account. 


FRANCHISES. 


Two franchises were applied for and granted during the past year, as fol- 
lows:—

You shall pay upon the approval of the contract to be entered into 
between you and the Board of Publie Works for the City of Terre Haute, by the 
Common Council the sum of $16,000.00.

000.000, and pay the same in installments of $1,000.00 per year in advance. 

3rd. For the 14 years' extension about which there is no dispute you 
shall pay the sum of $42,000.00 in installments of $3,000.00 per year in advance. 

This proposition is made upon further condition, that you will, within 
two years from the date of the approval of such contract by the Common Coun- 
cil, have spent the sum of $500,000.00 in the improvement of the street car sys- 
tem in the City of Terre Haute andinthe building of Interurban Lines into the 
City of Terre Haute. Provided, however, that if your Company shall be delayed 
by injunction or other process of any court, or by other cause beyond your 
control from proceeding with any of your proposed work the time of any such 
delay shall not be computed in said period of two years. 

It being further understood that the failure to pay any sum of money 
specified herein to be paid, when the sdme shall become due, then in that event, 
your rights over and upon the streets, to be forfeited.

that the Heating Company shall and will hold the City of Terre Haute free and 
harmless from liability for any injury. The said bond shall also provide that said 
Company shall well and truly perform all the conditions imposed upon said 
Company by this contract, and that it will at its own expense, restore the streets 
and alleys to as good a condition as they were in before they were disturbed 
by said Company. 

....It will continue to be the policy of this Board, to guard the City's interests 
in granting franchises, and to only grant special rights and privileges upon a 
payment to the City of a reasonuble and suitable compensation for the same.

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Report of City Civil Engineer. 


T'o the Board of Public Works: 


Gentlemen—1 herewith submit for your consideration a report of the work 
performed and such other matters as come within the zone of this department for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1903. 

Much more work has been performed in this department іп the past year than 
іп any of the five preceding years. АП parts of the city appeared imbued with 
the idea of improvement, which resulted im the aggregate exceeding that of any 
of the past five years. More work could not have been aecomplished. in the line 
of sidewalk, curb and brick paving, as the «Аршу of available labor and material 
was used up to the limit. Phe greatest hindrance was the inabilily to secure curbing 
on account of labor troubles in beth the Jimestone and granite districts. 


STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


Substantial advancement was made in the betterment. of the conditions of streets 
of the city. The work was not confined to any particular class of improvement 
but has been general. Much attention has been devoted to the maintenance of 
old improved streets and alleys, and their eondition is now the best in their history. 
There ‘should be some method devised to abate the harmful practice of making 
the alleys a dumping place for all refuse and waste material of the residents along 
their respective nileys. While The alleys are not intended for (he pleasure and 
convenience of the iraveling public. and consequently should not receive the atten- 
tion, care and expense that the streets should to make them ideal for traffic, they 
should be made sightly and afford perfeet drainage. There are numerous instances 
where the ash heap has formed а solid dam across the alley, which impounds the 
composite drainage of the alley and becomes quite a menace to public health. A 
good quality of screened gravel is becoming difficult to obtain, not especially on 
account of there not being a sufficient amount obtainable, but fór rhe reason of the 
pits from which it is taken being in bad condition in the way of insufficient strip- 
ping, or removing of top soil. the allowance of tailings to acenmulate, and the 
slovenly practice which the screeners have drifted inte. Screening gravel ік an 
irksome employment, and since the advent of the power-driven revolving screen 
the screening of gravel by manual labor is about as antiquated as the failing of 
grein. The city should purchase some convenient gravel pit and install a modern 
equipment which will successfully and sufficiently supply the сіту With. sereened 
gravel of the proper quality. The city couid then furnish all contractors with 
approved screened gravel at actual eost to city, and all controversy be avoided in 
regard to this material which enters so extensively into the improvement and 
maintenance of the streets and alleys. АП paved streets and alleys have been 
thoroughly overhauled. and many defeets which had been carried over from pre- 
vious years are included in the repair account of this year. Asphalt and brick 
do not show the wide difference іп maintenance as last year. as the major part 
of the defects carried ovor were in the hrick pavement. Тһе repair of the asphalt 
pavement on North Seventh and South Fifth should be continued until the interest 
on the amount required to resurface plus ten per cent. of said amount equals the 
yearly repair account. 

The manner of shoeing horses could be changed and made to add much to 
the life of the paved streets, as that is the cause of the brick spawling off and 
wearing "turtle back." А smooth plate shoe could be substituted for the sharp 
calked shoe, which would answer equally as well for most purposes except in certain 
icy weather, when of course the sharp са would be necessary. Plans have been 
prepared for the improvement of the following streets in the manner and extent set 
out in the list below:

CUTS AND OPENINGS. 


Fifty-two cuts were made in paved streets and alleys, which were immediately 
repaired out of money deposited by the parties who made the cut. This is a 
decrease of twenty-one per cent. from that of the previous year. No means have 
vet been found practicable to entirely eliminate this harmful practice, but ss now 
managed the damage is soon repaired and the deposit is sufficient for mainte. ance, 
а method which has lately been introduced. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Much improvement to streets has been made in the paving of the sidewalks 
with cement concrete. "This improvement has become a prime favorite with the 
abutting property owner. and unless the sentiment changes the city will soon be 
well improved in regard to sidewalks. Much promiscuous work has been Яо ге 
which renders it impossible to give an accurate estimate of all the work performeu, 
but the aggregate is about one hundred and fifty thousand square feet.

Sixth avenue, from Seventh street to Thirteenth street. 

Seventh avenue. from Lafayette avenue to Thirteenth street. 

Ninth street, from College avenue to Cruft avenue.

CURBING. 


Curbing has been ordered and placed as rapidly as the available labor versed 
in eurb setting could perform the work, and the year closes with the greatest num- 
ber of lineal feet of stone curb set in the history of the city, notwithstanding the 
fact that for two months it was impossible to get curb on account of labor troubles.

SEWERS. 


The sewerage system has been extended to the extent indicated in the tabula- 

tion. Nothing but permanent lines were constructed. being of sufficient size and 

depth to answer all requirements. Considerable work has also been performed 

in completing old lipes in the manner of adding new catch basins. curb inlets, ete., 

and repairing defective places. Preference should be given to the streets which 

have the greater densjty of population in future sewers. and the spread of the city 

over unneeessnry territory should be discouraged. as no great benefit is derived 

from a partially improved district. and the expense of extending public service is 

great per саріќа as compared with a completely improved and -inhabited district. 

South Third іх a street which is practically without sewerage, but ix one of , the 

oldest improved streets in the city. First street from Hulman to Washington 

avenue is in need of relief from storm water. Conditions have changed since the 

location of the distilling plants along the west side of the street, which has inter- 

fered with the direct passage to the river of the large volume of water which 

accumulates from the sloping ground east of First street. The condition should 

now be relieved by constructing a sewer from Hulman street to Washington avenue. 
Plans were submitted for the following sewers. which have not been constructed : 

Nineteenth street, from Wabash avenue to alley south. 

Eighteenth street, from Orchard street to Warren street. 

Orchard street, from Seventeenth street to Eighteenth street. 

Sixth and One-Half street, from Canal street to Tippecanoe street.

Eighth street, from Spruce street to Locust street. 

Eighth street, from Lafayette avenue to 'l'hird avenue. 

Third street, from Ohio street to Hulman street.

To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana: 

Gentlemen: —I herewith submit my report fo- the year ending December, 31, 
1902: 

The cemeteries of the City in my charge, both Highland Lawn and Wood- 
lawn are in better condition than they have been ever since my connection with 
them. This is due very largely to the permanen and much needed improve- 
ments made during the past year. 

All of the driveways west of the main entrance are now resurfaced with 
Crushed Stone, with one or two exceptions, which nakes them solid and free 
from dust. Another important improvement made was the grading of the 
driveways and waiks around and through Section Nine, which makes it one of 
the most desirable sections in the cemetery. The improvement which is most 
appreciated by the general public, was the building of the cement concrete walk 
from Wabash avenue toLawn*avenue.

To His Honor Mayor Henry C. Steeg and Members of the Board of Public 

Safety. 

Gentlemen:—In presenting this the first annual report of the Police Depart- 
ment operating under the City Charter, а complete tabulated statement of the 
work performed by this department will be found in this report, together with 
other information submitted for your approval. In summing up the year's work 
accomplished by this department, which has been successful because all the 
members have worked together in harmony and perfect discipline, it is not 
necessary for me now, in making this report, to go into lengthy detáil, lauding 
the efficiency ard good work done in this City the past year. That I will leave 
to others who observe closely the daily workings of this department, the citi- 
zens in general and taxpayers, the ones who are directly interested, 

I would like to state, however, that the time has arrived when this City 
should increase the Police Department by several additional Patrolmen. It 
no doubt will be news to a great many of our citizens to know that the samc 
number of men are patrolling our streets at present, both day and night, that 
covered the same territory nearly twenty years ago. "Taking into consideration 
the wonderful increase in population, tne spread and growth of the City, with 
numerous new factories and suburbs since 1885. I am safe in saying that this 
city is as free from crime and depredations as any other City in the country, 
and more so than most of them with equal population, patrolled, as it is with 
so few officers.

Тһе difference is not патер in salaries, taking into consideration additional 
boundaries of the Patrolmen’s districts at present, both day and night, 
names on pay roll that did not exist in former years, that of Police Captain, 
Sergeant, Clerk and Surgeon, and an increase of five per cent that was given on 
salaries some time ago. 

The boundaries of the Patrolmen’s districts at present, both day and night, 
remain the same exactly as they were in 1885 and years previous "Therefore it 
is time, in my judgment, that this question should be taken up and considered 
and that this City provide and maintain a Police Department that the growth 
in area and population of the City justly entitles it to, and I would recommend 
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* 
an additional increase of at least eight or ten patrolmen at the earliest time 
an appropriation can be made. . 

It shall be my endeavor in the future, as іп the past, to keep the Depart- 
ment up to à standard creditable to the City and myself, comparing favorably 
with other cities of the same size and population. It is а source of gratifica- 
tion to any man at the head of a Police Department to know that hls work and 
strict attention to duty are appreciated and that the men under him are always 
willing and glad to carry out all orders or instructions given them, without 
comment or criticism, and that all have the greatest respect for and show every 
courtesy to thelr superior officers. Such, I am glad to say, is the condition ot 
the Police Department in this City today. 

I wish to return thanks to Judge James E. Piety, Judge Samuel C. Stim- 
son, Proseguting Attorney Harry Wallace and his able deputies, Fred W. Beal 
and John Gerdink, for their valuable assistance to us during the past year. To 
Sheriff Danjel Fasig and his corps of very efficient and competent deputies. To 
James 7, Daugherty, Chief of Fire Department and Assistant Chief William 
Armstrong and to all men under their command, for their cooperation and as- 
sistance to this department many times during the past year. Also to City 
Attorney P. M. Foley and Deputy City Attorney Isaac Torner for their advice 
and assistance in numerous cases of violations of City Ordinances and in other 
matters of business pertaining to the City's welfare. Thís department is par- 
ticularly indebted to City Judge Frank S. Rawley for his valuable assistance 
and cooperation with us in dealing with petty thieves and criminals of whom 
there have been many arrests during the past year. Cases of Petit Larceny are 
disposed of іп this court weekly, without any expense, thus saving the enor- 
mous court costs and delays that oecurred in former years, which aggregated 
thousands of dollars yearly to the county for prosecutions, to say nothing of 
the unnecessary delays and subpoenaing of juries and other vexations that ex- 
isted, all that із now done away with. Petit Larceny cases are disposed of іп 
Police Court readily and without cost to the City or County. 

Thanks are due to the different newspapers of this City and thelr represen- 
tatives for their kindness and courtesy to us at all times and I am sure that I 
have endeavored to return the favors granted, realizing, as I do, the value and 
importance of newspapers and their representatives who are the eyes and ears 
of the people and are expected to furnish the news. 

To Mayor Henry C. Steeg and Members of the Board of Public Safety I 
wish to return my sincere thanks for courtesy and kindness to myself and 
members of this department at all times. - То the citizens of this City for their 
hearty cooperation and assistance, this department is under many obligations. 

Each and every officer appointed on this department has been instructed to 
bear in mind that when he assumes the duties of police officer that he 18 a 
conservator of the public peace, and that his acts and conduct at all times will 
be subject to the observation of the public. On the standpoint where an of- 
ficer commences and the course he pursues will depend not only the peace and 
good order of the community in which he moves, but the credit of the City 
and that of the department to which he belongs. Those things will depend on 
his conduct as an officer and a man. No officer can be successful or efficient 
in the exebution of his duties unless he understands the requirements of the 
law and ordinances and he should make himself familiar with them so as to be 
at all. times prepared to meet any emergency. An officer in pursuance of his 
duties is expected to avoid. as much as possible, laying himself under personal 
obligations to any one. His services and conduct as an officer should rather 
place others under obligations to him for the faithful discharge of his duty. 
He knows not how soon his duties may demand that he act in opposition to some 
individual interested. Ап officer should deal honorably with all persons, hold 
his word sacred no matter when, where or to whom given, and should lend а 
willing ear to all complaints made. The most unworthy have a right to be 
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heard, and a word of comfort or advice to the afflicted and erring ones costs 
nothing and may do good. 

Each and every member of this department, I am proud to say, has followed 
the above instructions and has faithfuly discharged his duty; many times 
with long hours and no extra compensation. The work has been done willing- 
ly and cheerfully. 5 

To Lawrence O'Donnell Jailer, and his esteemable wife, Mrs. Catherine 
O'Donnell, Jail Matron, who has charge of all female prisoners confined in the 
county jail, and to Mrs. Anna E Palmateer, Police Matron, who, in the past 
year, has been of valuable assistance in taking charge of emergency cases, T 
wish to return my sincere thanks. 

In conclusion I wish to state that to our verv e^Pc'ent and competent clerk 
of Police Department, Mr. Taylor Bledsoe, all credit is due for his complete 
report of work done by this department for vear ending December 31, 1903. 

If the future successes of this department shall equal those of the past, the 
citizens of this City can be assured that their lives and property will be well 
guarded.

RECORDS. 


Following is a list of records kept in this Department and posted daily: 

Desk Register.—The record of each day's business, including arrests, complaints 
of all descriptions, wagon and ambulance runs, and all other business in connection 
with the Department. 

Patrolmen's Reporting Register.—Hourly reports of Patrolmen registered day 
and night, the place they report from and time. 

Arrest Register.—Names of all persons ^rrested. in alphabetical order, name 
of officer making the arrest, and offense tnat prisoner is charged with. 

Moving Register.—Patrolmen report the first of every month number of vacant 
houses in their district, also daily report of persons moving, number they vacate and 
where they go. ` 

Stolen Property Register.—Record of all property stolen, value of same and 
where or whom stolen from. Also record of all property recovered, and value of 
article given. 

Conviction Register —-Report of all persons committed to the different prisons, 
their previous criminal record, if any, particulars of crime for future reference, 
also date of sentence. 

Accident Register.—Record of accidents, murders, suicides, etc., name of person 
and all particulars in connection with same. 

Patrol Wagon and Ambulance Register.—Record of all calls for patrol wagon 
or ambulance, what calls are for and to what place, name of physician calling ambu- 
lance and to what hospital patient is sent, with name and address of sick or injured 
person. 

Convict Register.—Record and correct description of all persons sent to the 
different prisons. 

Bertillon Register.—Measureinent and description by this system of all persons 
sentenced to prisons. 

Building and Improvement Register.—Record of all new buildings nnd improve- 
ments, names of owners and contractors.

In elosing this, the fifth report of the Fire l-epartment, 1 am pleased to state 
that the discipline of the members of the department through the last year has been 
excellent. They have been at all times attentive to duty and ready to use their best 
efforts to protect life and property, and, considering the number of calls made on 
the department during the last year, the losses by fire were quite sinall, and it has 
afforded me much gratification to hear the words of praise and commendation spoken 
of the department. 

It shall be my aim always to give strict attention to duty, and to maintain per- 
fect discipline, so as to keep the department in the best possible condition to render 
good service; and in order to keep the expense of maintaining the department at as 
reasonable a figure as possible it shall be my aim to ineur or recommend no unneces- 
sary expense, and I trust that this will meet with the approbation of your honorable 
body, as well as of the citizens of 'Terre Haute in general. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would make the following recommendations: ‘That a new fire house be built 
in the East End of the city, because I believe this to be necessary for the protection 
of property in that locality, as the distance to be traveled by the department to that 
part of the city is now too great. А 

І would respectfully call your attention to my recommendations іп last year's 
report for the purchase of one hook and ladder wagon and two new fire engines. 
These I still believe to be necessary. and recommend that they be procured. 

I would also recommend the purchase of one new combination hose and chemical 
wagon, and that all'of the hose wagons be repainted. as they show the need of paint. 
Aside from this, however, they are in excellent condition. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the urgent need of more fire alarm 
boxes. 'Phecity has been rapidly building up in different directions, and some of the 
improved sections are without proper fire protection because of the want of alarm 
boxes. I would recommend the purchase of five new Gamewell fire alarm boxes. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


I am pleased to say that the new fire alarm system, which was installed at Fire 
IIeadquarters in September, 1903, is giving the best of satisfaction, and the cost of 
maintaining the same has been but $3.75 per month, which is a great saving over the 
old system. 

And for further information regarding this system I would respectfully refer 
your honorable body to the report of the City Electrician. 

During the past year a great many repairs were made in the engine houses, and 
they are now all in excellent condition. : 

In conclusion. I desire to return my sincere thanks to your Honor, and to the 
members of the Board of Safety for the confidence which you have at all times reposed 
in me, and for the facilities which you so willingly placed in my charge to assist me 
in the discharge of my duties. 

'Yo the members of the department I also extend my sincere thanks for the 
prompt and faithful manner in which they have responded to all calls, and the will- 
ingness. апа bravery which they have shown while laboring in behalf of those who 
look to them for protection, for I feel that the gratifying success of the past year is 
owing chiefly to their valorous and efficient work. 

] desire to thank the city officers and members of the Police Department for their 
excellent work at fires, and for the kindness which they have shown me at all times.

MILK INSPECTION. 


Terre Haute, Indiana, January 30, 1904. 

Fifteen hundred gallons of milk are delivered daily by thirty-two wagons. 
A good majority of the dairymen deliver the milk in sealed bottles, which 
is a great improvement over the old plan. Five ef our leading dairymen are 
using the aerating process and there is one pastear sterilizing apparatus in 
operation, 

The only complaints that have come to me were of the souring of milk. 
The consumer is in most cases to blame for this by letting the milk remain 
on the step until the sun heats it. 

‚АП the samples of milk I have examined for fats I have found to be above 
the standard. The dairymen have supplied themselves with Babcock milk 
testers and they know how to keep the milk up to the standard. 

With the exception of a very few, all the dairy barns are well located. The 
country around this city is the best in the state for dairy purposes. There 
is no excuse for bad drainage,. which is an imporant matier where milk is 
handled Тһе only time I have found barns іп bad condition is in the spring 
of the year when the frost leaves the ground and excrete has been allowed 
to accumulate during the winter. I found some in this condition last spring 
but they were soon put in good shape by removing the surface and allowing 
proper drainage. 

The source cf milk is the most important feature and I have taken especial 
care to visit all dairy farms and examine the cows. At this time of the year 


milch cows are more or less emaciated by the lack of the proper quantity and 
quality of food and not by disease.

By the time I could get to the place all traces would be removed and I could 
do nothing but warn the proprietor. 

Nagels is the only one of these houses equipped with sewer, consequently 
in warm weather there is a strong offensive odor for some distance around. 

They are decidedly unsanitary and it is next to impossible to keep them 
otherwise, 

These obstacles to keeping the city in a sanitary condition can be removed 
hy compelling the butchers or meat dealers to do all slaughtering at the 
Ahattoir,

SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. 47. 


An Ordinance to Authorize the Aliena- 
tion and Conveyance of Certain Real 
Estate Belonging to the City of Terre 
Haute. 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Council 
of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana, that 
the Mayor and Clerk of the City of 
Terre Haute be and they are hereby 
authorized to convey the following de- 
scribed real estate in Vigo county, State 
of Indiana, to-wit: 

A piece of land situated in ‘Section 
20-12-9, and described as follows, to-wit: 
Commencing at a.point 1320 feet north of 
the southwest corner of said section, 
thence east 38 rods to the foot of the 
hill or west line of Kennedy's land, 
thence north along the foot of the hill 
dividing the bottom from the upland 160 
feet to the National road, thence south- 
westerly along the south line of the Na- 
tional road to a place north of the 
point of commencement, thence south 40 
feet to the place of beginning. Also a 
parcel of land bounded as follows, to- 
wit: Commencing at the southwest 
corner of section 20-12-9, thence east 22 
rods, thence northeastwardly along the 
lower edge of the ridge dividing the bot- 
tom from the upland, 81 2-10 rods, thence 
west 38 rods, thence south 80 rods to the 
place of beginning, being 15 acres more 
or less. 


SECTION TWO. 


That the same shall not be sold or con-

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newspapers, one in the City of Terre 
Haute and one in а newspaper published 
in West Terre Haute, the time, place 
and terms of such sale, and five notices 
posted in publie places, at least two of 
which shall be in the immediate vicinity 
of the said real estate, giving the time, 
place and terms of the sale. And the real 
estate shall be sold to the highest and 
best bidder for cash, for not less than 
the appraised value of said real estate 
as shown by the sworn valuation of the 
appraisers appointed by the Judge of the 
Vigo Cireuit Court for this purpose. The 
Common Council reserves the right to 
reject all bids. 


. SECTION THREE. 


That the City Clerk be authorized and 
directed to prepare a certified copy of 
this ordinance and deliver the same to 
the City Attorney, and that the City At- 
torney be empowered and directed to 
prepare and present a petition to the 
Judge of the Vigo Cireuit Court, to have 
thrée appraisers appointed according to 
law. 


SECTION FOUR. 


Whereas, an emergency exists for the 
immediate taking effect of this ordinance, 
the same shall be in full force and 
effeet from and after its passage and ap- 
proval by the Mayor, aceording to law.

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm, corporation or com- 
pany to eut into or dig into any street 
or alley within the corporate limits of 
the City of Terre Haute without first 
securing a written permit so to do as 
hereinafter provided, 

Section 2. That any person, firm, cor- 
poration or company which desires to 
obtain a permit to cut or dig into any 
street or alley within the corporate 
limits of the City of Terre Haute shall 
file with the Board of Publie Works of 
said City a written applieation, describ- 
ing particularly the place and size of 
the eutting or digging desired to be made, 
whereupon said Board of Publie Works 


shall investigate the cutting mentioned in 
such application and shal] make an es- 
timate of the cost of putting the street 
or alley where such cutting is made in 
tlie same condition as before such cutting 
was made, and thereupon said Board of 
Publie Works shall require said appli- 
cant to deposit with the City Treasurer 
а sum of money equal to the amount of 


said estimate of putting said street 
or alley in the same condition it was 


before said cutting was made, and upon 
said applicant making such deposit with 
the City Treasurer, then said Board of 
Publie Works shall grant to such ap- 
plicant a permit to eut into the street 
or alley as asked for in his application, 
and after such applicant has completed 
his work for which he has made sueh 
eut or excavation aud has filled the 
excavation, then it shall be the duty 
of the City of Terre Haute to repair 
the surface of the street or alley in 
which said eut or excavation has been 
made, and to pay tlie cost for the mak- 
ing of such repair out of the deposit 
of money made in accordance with this 
ordinanee, and if any part of the de- 
posit remains unused after the making 
of such repair, the same shall be re- 
paid to said applicant. 

Section 3 Any person cutting or dig- 
ging into any street or alley within 
the corporate limits of the City of 
Terre Haute without first having com- 
plied with the terms of this ordinance, 
or who in any way violates the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall be fined in 
any sum not less than Five Dollars nor 
more than Fifty Dollars,

Gentlemen— We һауе examined the 
books and accounts of F. M. Bucking- 
ham, city comptroller, from September 
1, 1902, until May 31, 1904, and find them 
absolutely correct and find that care 
has been taken by comptroller and his 
deputy to be correct in the exercise of 
their duty, also in having their books 
and warrants in proper shape. 

We hnve also examined the books of 
the board of publie works, the board of 
safety and the county treasurer, who has 
charge of the city funds and all settle- 
ment sheets from September 1, 1902, to 
June 1, 1904, 


We found differences between some of 
the balances between comptroller’s and 
treasurer’s books, also some errors in 
ex-Treasurer Borgstrom’s accounts, all 
of which will be found under their re- 
spective heads in our tabulated report. 

In checking up treasurer’s duplicates 
we found numerous errors in amounts 
that should have been credited to the 
city and were credited to county, all 
of which will be found in tabulated re- 
port herein, and reported with itemized 
statement of taxpayers, giving the vari- 
ous amounts with reference to books 
and pages to the city comptroller. 

Іп order to get correct balances we 
were necessarily compelled to go back 
of September 1, 1902. By doing so we 
found errors in amounts carried to dif- 
ferent accounts, which have been re- 
ported to the treasurer, and when сог- 
rectéd by him will make all balances of 
the diflerent funds agree with same as 
shown by city comptroller,- which we 
have found to be correct.

Upon petition of any citizen of said 
city, showing the need of such a recep- 
tacle at a point where none has been 
provided, it shall be the duty of said 
Board of Publie Works, when satisfied 
of the truth of such petition, to provide 
a receptacle as prayed for in such peti- 


tion. 
SECTION FIVE. 
Said Board of Public Works is hereby 


empowered to arrange by contract or 
otherwise for the proper care of said re- 
ceptacles and for the promptly collecting 
therefrom all waste material depositied 
therein. 

SECTION SIX. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deposite or cause to be deposited any 
banana peeling, orange peeling, peanut 
hulls, hand bills, paper, rags or any 
other waste or refuse material upon any 
street, alley, sidewalk or public park in 
said city, but the same shall be placed 
in some one of the receptacles herein pro- 
vided for. 

SECTION SEVEN. 


It shall be unlawful for any person 
to deface, damage, upset or remove any 
of the aforesaid receptacles from the 
place designated by the Board of Public 


Works. 
SECTION EIGHT. 


Any person or persons violating any 
provision contained in sections six (6) 
or seven (7) of this ordinance shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars.
